other  officials,  who  were  not  parties  to  the  inves- 
tigation. Changes  were  made  In  the  report  and 
these  have  been  "bitterly  resented"  by  Professor 
Shaw,  anawrdtng  to  Tha  TorontoXUobe  and  Ifoll.

RADIO'S  "FAN  MAIL" 


8TRADIVABI  VllSElNS 


Among  the  masterpieces  that  are  the  creations 
of  renowned  artists  there  are  some  that*  have 
become  lost  either  becau.se  their  value  was  not 
recognhNM  atvtha41ja|ie  of  thelr^creation  or  be- 
cause they  reached  |Lhe  hands ~of  persons  who 
were  unaware  of  th^t  value  aiul  eonsoriueiitly 
allowed  them  to  lose! their  identity  aniong  other 
objects  of  similar  nature  and  of  lesser  merit. 
Still  others  were  stolen  at  some  time  or  amither. 
the  thief  hiding  them  and  leaving  them  to  be 
forgotten  for  fear  of  detep.tlon  and  punishment. 
One  way  and  another  there  i.s  a  constant  .search 
going  on  for  th^  rediscovery  of  old  masterpieces, 
with  different  typ««  of  per.ions  involved  in  the 
search.  One  has  the  resource:*  and  the  desire  to 
.satisfy  an  ambition  to  possess  masterpieces  of  a 
favorite  creator.  Another  type,  adventuroui  and 
romantic  by  nature,  sees  the  possibility  of  profit 
by  a  transaction  arising  from  rediscovery. 

Among  the  masterpieces  that  are  widely  sought 
are  the  Instrument.^  made  by  the  be.st  known  of 
all  violin -makers,  Antonio  Stradivari,  the  master 
of  Cremona,  who  In  sixty  years  of  productivity 
WtrtCtt  ended  with  his  death  at  93  in  1737,  is 
believed  to  have  made  1,000  violins,  violas,  'celll 
and  contrabasses.  Is  estimated  that  540  of 
these  instruments  are  extant  What  has  hap- 
pened to  the  others  is  a  matter  for  romantic  con- 
jecture, but  because  of  the  hlfth  value  attached 
to  any  product  of  Stradivari  there  Is  a  constant 
search  Rolng  on  for  missing  pieces.  Due  to  the 
amount  of  fraud  that  has  accompanied  trade  in 
objets  d'art,  positive  Identlflcatlon  of  a  .supposed 
.Stradivari  violin  at  times  is  a  matter  of  extreme 
difficulty  and^'exhaustlve  research. 

When  the  master  of  Cremona,  lum.self  a  pupil 
of  Aniatt.  was  engaged  In  his  trade,  he  was  proud 
to  receive  $36  for  an  Instrument.  One  hundred 
yaara  later  $1.000  was  con.Mdered  a  good  price  for 
the  best  Stradlvarlus.  •rAt  that  time  Lutgl  Tarislo. 
a  carpenter  by  trade  and  a  peddler  of  Addles, 
bioufht  a  few  Stradivari  violins  from  Itaiy...to 
HYanee.  The  Instruments  wpre  relatively  un- 
known, but  he  found  an  eager  demand  for  tihein 
and  vrent  back  to  Italy  for  more.  In  a  short 
time  he  died,  but  he  left  a  sizeable  fortune  and 
200  excellent  vlolln.s,  which  were  purchased  by 
Jran  Bsptlt^^  viinianm*  «ho  continued  the 
\bualne8s  and  Moured  Italy  for  the  belt  butru- 
ments.        — "y  — 

Appreciation  and  demand  for  Stradivari  violins 
continued  to  grow  steadily.  In  1890,  the  '  Brtt.s" 
violin,  which  had  sold  in  London  In  1826  for  one 
guinea,  was  sold  for  $10,000,  and  today  it  is 
value^at  $100,000.  In  1900  Jan  Kubellk.  Bo- 
hemian virtuoso,  paid  $30,000  for  the  "Emperor" 
vlotta,  a  record  price  at  that  time<  when  the 
average  vnluo  of  .Stridlvari  vTolln.s  was  $5,000. 
By  1914  the  average  was  $lfluO00,  an^l  .the,  f^guce. 


There  in  no  end  to  the  formation  of  organlza- 
tions.  One  of  th^  latest  is  the  Broadcast  Listen- 
ers of  America,  tha  object  of  n^leh  Is  to  get  rid 
of  object iiiiiable  features  of  radio  programmes. 
The  weapon  it  is  to  uSe  is  the  radio  listeners' 
strike,  and  action  In  this  respect  Is  through 
turning  the  dial.  Tlie  protest  implied,  since  It 
will  remain  unknown  to  broadcasting  stations, 
will  be  futile.  What  are  characterised  as  "objec- 
tionable features"  persi.st  because  they  are  sus- 
tained by  "fan  mail,"  and  it  is  by  this  medium, 
more  than  any  other,  that  those  responsible  for 
programmes  estimate  ttielr  appeal.  They  never 
take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases  It  Is  the  lovers  of  "trash"  who 
write  to  the  broadcasting  stations  from  which  It 
emanates,  or  else  to  its  sponsors,  to  voice  their 
appreciation.  Intelligent  listeners  rarely,  if  ever, 
contribute  to  "fan  mall. '  It  is  for  this  reason 
that  the  dice  are  loaded  against  good  pro- 
grammes. Fan  mall  explains  why  radio  broad- 
easting  catm  moat  of  all  to  llght-haadad  aenti- 
mentaUty.

A  wealth  of  Interesting  Informa- 
tli^n  conc«'rning  the  unique  but 
little-known  negro  republic  of  Li- 
beria iras  given  by  Reed  P»ige 
Clark.  United  Stat<>s  consul  at  Vic- 
toria, in  an  address  to  the  Rotary 
Club  at  luncheon  In  tho

Originally  established  by  the 
United  States  in  1822  as  a  colony  in 
an  attempt  to  solve  the  problem  of 
the  freed  negro.  Liberia  entered  the 
ranks  of  organized  .states  In  1847, 
and  had  since  retained  that  status. 
Mr.  Clark  explained.  The  idea  was 
a  ridiculous  one  fmn  tho  outapt  he 
claimed,  fbr  the  negro  families 
been  in  the  United  States  for 
many  generations  that  Africa 
as  foreign  to  tbom  ao  to  any  w^ite 
man. 

-WHITE  MAN'S  GRAVE** 
The  negroes  who  wore  flnt  get  t  to 
Liberia  were  picked  men,  magnifi- 
cent examples  of  their  kind,  the 

consul  continued  The  coast  was 
known  then  and  afterwards  as  "the 
white  man'4  grave";  malaria"  was 

everywhere  prevalent,  and  the  new- 
comers died  like  flies.  Sixty  per  cent 
nt  th*  negroes  sent  there  died,  and 
another  20  per  cent  returned  dis- 
eouraged  to  the  Uhlted  States. 

However,  enough  remained  tO 
bring  about  the  civllizatloh  of  the 
native-born  race  and  take  up  the 
reins  of  government.
